information which has proved of value to 
me in my breeding operations and with the 
thought that some of it may interest oth- 
ers | am passing it on to my readers for 
whatever value, if any, it may have to 
m. 
" started as a cattle breeder at too young 
an age (12 years) to have acquired much 
knowledge of the intricate but fascinating 
business which was to become my life’s 
work. I did, however, have two things in 
my favor at the outset which, in my case, 
I feel were important. They were a gen- 
uine love for animals and a solid agricul- 
tural back ground. My ancestors for a great 
many generations in both England and 
America having been in some way identi- 
fied with farming and live stock breeding. 
Human attributes which make for the 
greatest success in a pure bred operation 
are much the same as those necessary to 
attain the maximum results in any other 
worth while undertaking. Honesty, fair- 
ness, patience and ability being prominent 
amongst them and I believe of all of these 
qualities I would stress patience because 
dependable characteristics in live stock can 
not be acquired over night. The building 
of a great herd of any breed is a long and 
involved process and the longer a line of 
breeding is continued under one head the 
more valuable it becomes and the more de- 
pendable are the results produced by it in 
the herds of others. This largely accounts 
for the appreciation that is shown for ani- 
mals from the old British herds, some of 
which represent more than a hundred years 
of continuity in breeding. The most im- 
portant element of all, however, in my be- 
lief, is a love for the business in which one 
1s engaged that transcends monetary profits 
and in no other operation is this quite as 
Important as in the building up of a top 
herd of pure bred live stock, 


If one goes into the business with the 
chief thought in mind of developing a real- 
ly great herd with immediate financial re- 
turns as a secondary consideration the 
chances for success are much greater than 
When these two factors are reversed. As 
far as that goes, if one is successful in de- 
veloping an outstanding herd, financial 
profits will follow as a natural sequence. 
uecess above the average is almost invar- 
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[) erst my quite long career and di-

endeavor and this is 

particularly true of the pure bred live stock 
business. The products of the successful 
breeder will ultimately become known far 
and wide and the demand for them at fair 
prices will constantly increase, whereas if 
money profits are the first consideration in 
the beginning ultimate disappointment is 
likely to be the result. In this connection 
also, I am convinced beyond a doubt that 
there is no place for the speculator in the 
pure bred breeding business. It has been 
my personal observation that speculation 
has done a good deal of harm to the in- 
dustry. I have known of herds that were 
well on their way to greatness that have 
deteriorated to a mediocre state because of 
a change of ownership or for some other 
reason the constructive policies which had 
been responsible for the herds’ success were 
abandoned for a supposed shortcut to big- 
ger profits through speculation. I have al- 
so known people who have acquired their 
first animals with the thought of being 
able to resell them at a profit and natur- 
ally, of course, selling out top foundation 
animals whenever there is an opportunity 
for profit is not conducive to the estab- 
lishment of an outstanding herd. 

Another thing which, in my opinion, has 
been extremely detrimental to our pure 
bred industry, particularly in recent years, 
is high pressure salesmanship. All too often 
animals are being sold to inexperienced 
people beyond their true value as a result 
of super salesmanship. I feel that the 
breeding of pure bred live stock is too im- 
portant and too dignified a profession to be 
allowed to degenerate into a business which 
is dependent on clever and high pressure 
salesmanship for its success. For the sake 
of the great tradition which is back of our 
industry and for its future good let us keep 
our auction sales and similar functions from 
taking on the appearance of a burlesque 
show. 

It has been my observation that people 
who start with a select and homogeneously 
bred group of animals and develop from 
them their own line of breeding stand a 
much better chance to succeed than those 
who start in a big way with a heterogen- 
ously bred collection of mixed types to 
which they continue to add other animals 
without proper consideration as to how they 
will nick with what they already have. This 
method can only result in a hodge podge of 
type and conformation which only years of 


careful breeding 
can overcome. 

History will 
prove that the 
greatest herds of 
all the breeds 
have had a mod- 
est beginning and 
have been devel- 
oped under the 
watchful and tender care of either the own- 
er or some one who had the pride of own- 
ership and a natural love for the animals 
under his charge, 

It has been my experience that people 
who are deeply interested in live stock 
farming and who have a genuine love of 
animals are good people to have for friends. 
During my travels, which have been quite 
extensive, I have never failed to meet, 
wherever I have gone, a fine lot of people 
engaged in or at least interested in some 
kind of live stock breeding. 

Of considerable importance in producing 
the highest type of live stock are favorable 
soil and climatic conditions. Although ani- 
mals of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, the one 
in which I am most vitally interested, thrive 
under any and all conditions, there is no 
doubt but that under the most favorable 
conditions they will produce their maximum 
results. 

By favorable conditions I mean a more or 
less temperate climate and a soil well sup- 
plied with the minerals which are most con- 
ducive to the proper development of bone 
and muscle. It is a well known fact that 
soils which have been depleted of such ele- 
ments as lime, phosphorus, potash, etc., can 
not be depended upon to produce the best 
type of either man or beast. 


I recall that on the two occasions of my 
judging at the great Palermo show at 
Buenos Aires, that in very noticeable con- 
trast to all of the other cattle which came 
before me, all of the animals from a cer- 
tain herd showed a marked deficiency in 
bone structure. At the conclusion of the 
judging at the time of my last visit there 
I was determined to learn the cause of this 
bone deficiency. I wanted to know if it was 
an hereditary trait or the result of a lack 
of minerals in the soil upon which the ani- 
mals were produced, or both, and I learned 
what I had suspected which was that this 
herd was maintained in a section of Argen-

Hobart Ames, industrialist, sportsman, 
banker and Aberdeen-Angus breeder extra- 
ordinary, died at his home on the 30,000- 
acre Ames Plantation near Grand Junction, 
Tennessee, April 22. He was 79.

The Ames Angus herd was established 
in 1913, when Mr. Ames bought 32 females 
and two bulls at the Chicago International 
and when the cattle came south to the plan. 
tation, Scotsman Jock Bruce came with 
them. It was to Mr. Bruce and R, 1 
(Rube) Scott, manager of the plantation 
that Mr. Ames gave the credit for making 
the herd famous. 

The breeding herd, which once numbered 
some 200 females, has been narrowed by 
painstaking selection to about 80 top cows 
and it always has contributed much toward 
the establishment of new herds in the South 
and toward the promotion of diversified 
agriculture in the region. 

Nothing has been learned yet of the 
future of the plantation and the herd, which 
had sent a show string to all the major 
shows of the nation for many years, win- 
ning many major awards.—Southern Stock- 
man.

James E. Poole, widely known Chicago 
live stock market writer passed away at his 
home at the age of 84.

More Money for Angus 
Grand Champion Steers 


To increase breeder and feeder interest in 
the development of more Angus grand 
champion steers and grand champion Angus 
car lots the Association has increased its 
premium money at seven major fat stock 
shows. The increased premiums are in ad- 
dition to the regular prize money offered 
by the shows affected. The money will be 
available for the 1945-46 fat stock classes 
at Chicago, Kansas City, Baltimore, Denver, 
Los Angeles, Houston and Ft. Worth. 

At the Chicago Market Fat Stock Show 
$1,500 in Association money is offered to 
the Angus feeder capturing the inter-breed 
grand championship in the fat car load 
contest. The single steer premium has been 
increased to $500 to the Angus feeder cap- 
turing the inter-breed purple. At the Kan- 
sas City Market Show premium money has 
been boosted to $500 to the winner of the 
car lot fat cattle grand championship, when 
Angus, and to $250 to the feeder of the 
grand champion single steer of the show. 

Baltimore Fat Stock Show money has been 
increased to $250 for the Angus feeder win- 
ning the grand championship in the fat car 
lot contest and to $500 for the Angus feed- 
er with the grand champion single steer in 
inter-breed competition. At the National 
Western at Denver the fat car lot premium 
has been increased to $500 and the single 
steer grand championship breed money to 
$250. At the Great Western at Los Ange- 
les $250 will be paid in both the fat carlot 
and single steer classes when the grand 
champion is Black. At Houston, also, An- 
gus premiums for the two grand champion- 
ships will be $250. At Ft. Worth the single 
steer inter-breed grand championship money 
has been increased to $250. 
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The Fall National 
at Tulsa, Oklahoma 


Entries are now being accepted for the 
Southwestern National Fall Sale and Show 
at Tulsa on October 16 and 17, Around 25 
to 35 top bulls will be offered and 125 to 
150 females. These cattle will be selected 
by Association representatives from the top 
breeding of American and Canadian con- 
signors. 


The sharp increase in Angus activity in 
southwestern and western cattle country 
has prompted the decision to hold this ma- 
jor breed event at Tulsa. Age deadline for 
the Fall National Sale has been set at Sep- 
tember 1, 1942. Only cattle calved after 
this date will be eligible. Entry blanks are 
now available and should be in the Secre- 
tary’s hands by July 1. 

This major Association-sponsored sale 
and show is offering $2,500 in premiums. 
Cattle will be judged Tuesday, October 16, 
and will sell at auction the following day. 
To minimize shipping expense and trouble 
it is suggested that breeders in various sec- 
tions pool their consignments and ship in 
car lots.

Three Sales Records

Angus inter-breed grand champions have 
sold at new record prices for the shows in- 
volved.

Have Your Calves WELL Trained! 


With county and district steer shows not 
many weeks away junior feeders should be 
considering some of the finer pcints in their 
feeding and fitting program. Assuming 
that the calf is coming along reasonably 
well on the ration being fed the next thing 
is to assure that he will show off his good 
points to full advantage. Here appearance 
and training are important. 

Frequent brushing to train the hair and 
help give a smooth, glossy appearance 
should be a must. Most showmen start 
washing their steers once a week a month 
before the show. Clipping of heads and 
tails is important, especially for later shows. 
Feet should be trimmed so that your steer 
will stand squarely on all four corners. 

Presumably your calf is used to the hal- 
ter, and is used to being tied. But how does 
he lead? In too many junior shows, and in 
some of the senior shows, too, it is the calf 
that is leading the showman, rather than 
the showman leading the calf. Devote 
plenty of time to training your calf to lead 
and stand. This is a good after supper job 
when the temperature will be better for 
both calf and boy. If other members of the 
family, or the neighbors, insist on being 
around—so much the better. Your calf will 


have to get used to strangers being around. 
The most important of showing is the 
way your calf stands in the ring. Start 
this training now. Always lead and show 
from the calf’s left. Select a spot for show- 
ing that is slightly higher under his front 
feet. A cane or show stick is needed to get 
his feet in place. Work your calf easily, 
don’t rush him or excite him. Have your 
father, or some one else experienced in 
show ring appearance, tell you what is 
wrong with the way your calf stands. Itis 
sometimes hard for the one doing the shov- 
ing to know just what is wrong with the 
appearance of the calf. You will soon leam 
the weak points of your calf, and know what 
to do to at least partially overcome them. 
Probably he will stretch out, giving his 
back a weak appearance. Learn to keep 
him “gathered”. A common_ mistake 0 
junior showmen, especially if the class is4 
large one, is to allow their calves to show 
with their heads down. Keep his head up 
his back straight and his legs under him. 
Unless you work with him, and train him, 
your calf—no matter how good he may 
will not show to best advantage. And Ur 
less your calf has been worked with 
trained he cannot be expected to show # 
his best when he does get into the ring.

Even though government regulations 
being eased on farm construction the 
siter of labor and mater:al may force 
oo building plans into 1946 or later. For 
ths reason a straw shed may prove just the 
thing to handle those extra steers, or some 
f the older cows. And it isn’t too early to 
vet the necessary material together, espec- 
ially the straw, which will soon be available. 
Granted that a straw shed isn’t the most 
attractive building in the world it can be 
iocated away from the rest of the buildings 
t necessary. Many who have used them 
wnsider straw sheds more satisfactory 
from the standpoint of herd health than 
nany more expensive structures that are 
being used—some reconverted dairy barns, 
for example. A south slope is a good loca- 
tion for a straw shed, with the open side of 
the shed to the south. A little scraper work 
may be necessary to keep water from run- 

ning down the slope and into the shed. | 
Straw sheds can be built for use in a 
single season, Or with some renewal work, 
for several seasons. Either baled straw or 
loose straw blown from the threshing ma- 
chine, can be used. Frame of the straw shed 
is usually made of posts. They must be 
substantial, as they will carry considerable 
weight, and they should be set. 3 or 4 feet in 
the ground.

poles are sometimes available. A common 
method of construction involves three rows 
of posts, 8 to 12 feet apart each way. Length 
of the shed will determine the number of 
posts. Inside height of the shed should be 
at least that of a man. If manure is allow- 
ed to accumulate a 9 foot ceiling should be 
provided. Substantial poles running length- 
wise on the posts can serve as girders. Or 
planking can be used. Cross supports, us- 
ually poles, are set 18 to 24 inches apart, 
and are run from the center girder to the 
outside support. 

Strength of these cross supports should 
be determined by the weight of straw they 
must carry. For the sides poles or woven 
wire fence should be used to keep cattle 
from digging holes in the straw. The most. 
common final procedure in straw shed con- 
struction is to blow straw from the separa- 
tor onto the framework constructed. To 
prevent outside waste of straw a fence 6 
feet high, and 4 to 5 feet from the walls 
of the shed, can be put up and the straw 
piled and trampled in this area. Allow- 
ance must be made for straw settling. The 
straw roof or ceiling should be at least 3 
feet thick at any point. A common source 
of drafts is the settling of the straw be- 
tween the ceiling and the top of the outside 
walls. However, if the straw is put on deep 
enough this can be avoided. 

If outside walls of baled straw are used 
they should be built on a support other than 
earth. Best construction is obtained with 
two rows of bales, overlapped as in the con- 
struction of a brick wall. 

If properly built a straw shed or barn can 
be a valuable winter shelter. And, because 
of its insulating properties, may also pro- 
vide summer shade where nothing better is 
available. 


Dean Trowbridge

A Losing Game 
An indication of what has been happen- 
ing in the beef cattle picture—from produc- 


er to consumer—was aired recently before 
the senate agriculture committee by a rep- 
resentative of a large chain food concern. 
His organization not only retails a large 
volume of beef, when it can be obtained, but 
also does a considerable volume of slaught- 
ering. In recent months, to insure any beef 
—_ this concern has also been feeding 
attle, 


This store representative gave figures on 
three groups of cattle fed for 60, 90 and 
120 day periods. The 60 day lot was pur- 
chased at 1,062 pounds at a per head cost 
of $141.63. Feed cost of 60 days on a gain 
of 98 pounds was $36.14. This ran the total 
Investment in the animal to $177.77 per 
ead. However, under the OPA ceiling 
Price the top selling price could be but 
$173.42—9 feeding loss of $4.35 per head. 
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Charged to the packing house at the OPA 
ceiling of $173.42 the steers averaged $20.43 
for offal sold, $22.62 for government sub- 
sidy payments, minus slaughter costs of 
$6.38. This made the actual cost of the 
dressed beef to be sold to the retail outlet 
$136.65. However, the OPA ceiling allowed 
but $122.81, or a slaughter loss of $13.84, 


Charged to the retail outlet at the ceiling 
allowance of $122.81 transportation, hand- 
ling and cutting costs ran the total cost to 
the retailer to $169.84, after which the beef 
was sold over the counter for $179.88, or a 
retail profit of $10.15. Net loss on all three 
phases of the business, however, was $8.15 
on beef grading “A Good’. Greater net 
handling loss was experienced on steers fed 
90 and 120 days in spite of the greater ton- 
nage of beef produced. Feedlot loss on the 
90 day steers was $6.57, slaughter loss 
$15.02, retail profit $10.15—a net loss of 
$11.44. Steers fed 120 days added 236 
pounds of beef to the nation’s total supply, 
but ended up over the counter with a net 
loss on all three operations of $16.41 per 
head.

Quicker Grass Stands 


For faster regrassing of thin spots in 
pastures, or badly gullied or eroded land, 
some Oklahoma experimental work offers a 
practical suggestion. By using “seed hay”, 
rather than grass seed, the Plains Soil Con- 
servation Experiment Station at Guthrie 
has been able, in two years, to secure a 
grass stand equal in quality and density to 
a stand of virgin grass. 

“Seed hay” of the desired variety or var- 


ieties should be left to stand until maturity 
before it is mowed. It can then be stacked 
and applied the following spring. At Guthrie 
the seed hay was put on at the rate of 
1,500 pounds per acre. It was figured that 
the seed content of this cutting would pro- 
vide seed at the standard rate, After the 
hay was spread it was anchored in place by 
rolling with a cultipacker. At the end of 
the first season the grass stand was 2% 
times as dense as was found on adjoining 
land seeded in the conventional manner. 


It is pointed out that the mulching proper- 
ties of the seed hay protects the soil from 
erosion by either water or wind and makes 
for moisture and growing conditions more 
favorable for the establishment of the 
young plants. Decay of the hay also sup- 
plies extra plant food. 


If the grass selected for seed hay is 
carrying an unusually heavy seed crop the 
1,500 pound application could be extended 
to cover two or three acres, using straw to 
provide additional mulching material.

New Tattoo Booklet 


To help new breeders, and containing some 
pointers which may be of value to older 
breeders as well, the Association has pre- 
pared a new booklet on the proper ear tat- 
tooing of cattle of registry identification. 
Since June of 1942 ear tattooing has been 
a requirement for the registry of all Angus 
cattle. 

A common error in tattooing is the fail- 
ure to get the proper identification in the 
proper ear. Too often operators put the 


left ear identification in the ear which is 
to their left as they face the animal, rath- 
er than in the left ear of the animal. The 
left ear of the animal should contain the let- 
ters assigned to the breeder by the Asso- 
ciation, plus the numeral identifying the 
year. Thus a breeder whose assigned let- 
ters are ARX, and who is tattooing his 1945 
calf crop, would use the combination ARX5 
in the left ear. Next year he would use 
ARX6. The right ear of the animal should 
show its number in the herd. Many breed- 
ers start numbering each year’s calf crop 
with 1, continuing in order until the last 
calf of the year has been tattooed. No two 
calves born in the same year in a herd 
should have identical numbers in the right 
ear. 

There has been some complaint of tattoo 
letters and figures being hard to read. If 
the job is done properly, and as most tattoo 
jobs are being done, reading of the identi- 
fication should be a relatively easy matter. 
The following precautions will insure a bet- 
ter tattoo job: 

The job requires less labor when the 
calves are but a few days old. 


Clean the inside of the ear of grease, wax 
and dirt, 

Place the tool so that the veins, cords and 
ribs of the ear are avoided. 

The pins of the cutting part of the tool 
must cut deeply into the surface of the ear. 
Then release the tool quickly without pull- 
ing. Have the ink in proper condition and 
use freely, especially in case of severe 
bleeding. Rub the ink thoroughly into the 
punctured surface. 

Enter the tattoo marks of each animal in 
your herd record. Do not depend on your 
memory to take care of this. Recheck each 
tattoo before submitting an application for 
registration. Submit no application for 
registration unless the animal is properly 
tattooed.

In a letter addressed to this office a new 
breeder in California asks several pertinent 
questions: 1—What is the proper method 
of permanent identification of Aberdeen. 
Angus Cattle? Answer — Identification 
specifications are controlled through the 
office of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, 7 Dexter Park Ay- 
enue, Chicago, 9, Illinois. 

2—What is the correct way to carry on 
the family name? Answer—Write the Chi- 
cago office for detailed instructions on reg. 
istrations and transfers. 

38—What method do most Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders of registered stock use to ar- 
rive at making up tax valuations for both 
county and federal taxes? Get an answer 
from the same source. 

4—How do the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
adopt themselves to range conditions? 
Answer—There is no noticeable difference 
as compared with any other breed handled 
in the same way and under the same con- 
ditions. 

These questions and references are made 
because there may be many others ponder- 
ing the same list of queries. In all matters 
pertaining to identification, registrations 
and transfers, always confer with the secre- 
tary of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, at Chicago, as these 
matters are handled by that office ex- 
clusively. 

On other matters pertaining to the breed, 
the Journal will be happy to pass along 
whatever help its fieldmen have been able 
to gather in their many years of service to 
the breeders of America. 

One gentleman says he has been told that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are wild. Maybe 
so, but not any more so than any other 
breed under the same situation and hand- 
ling. There is this to be remembered about 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle; they have no horns, 
therefore must protect themselves and their 
offspring by being alert and avoiding dan- 
ger. Generally speaking Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle handle as well and as easily as any 
other breed.

San Angelo’s Jackson Brothers 


Got their start on the Theory that 
Work Could not be done with Wishes

AN ANGELO might give a visitor a 

wrong impression of the ranching busi- 

ness because of its booted visitors sit- 
ting around hotel lobbies, but behind that 
— scene is many a story of hard 
work. 

One of those stories is told in the cur- 
rent issue of the ACCO Press, published by 
the Anderson, Clayton and Co. in the in- 
terest of agriculture. The article, written 
by Paul Franke, follows: 

“In addition to its native beauty, its cul- 
ture and refinement as a city, San Angelo 
is made all the more charming by an open- 
door friendliness that comes naturally to a 
dyed-in-the-wool cowtown. 

“For cowtown it was and still is although 
of late years sheep and goats have literally 
and numerically made for themselves a 
firm place under the West Texas sun. 

Some of the elder of the cattle gentry 
are retired and are living out a full and 
deserved life in the land they helped build. 
Others who likewise won their spurs in the 
days when the going was rough and double 
tough are still in there mixing it with the 
streamlined cowmen of 1945. 

Take Pat Jackson for example. Every- 

y in the cow business either knows, or 
ows of, Pat and Wren Jackson. They are 
my idea of the typical rancher. Tall, well 
oer six feet, they stand erect without ef- 
fort. Their hands are large and capable 
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looking, their voices full and sure but at 


a pleasant key. a 
“They are not retired. In fact, Wren 


stays on one of their ranches and during 
the shortage of labor he makes a hand. 
They run cattle on 214 sections of land 
which they either own or lease. 

“The Jacksons were born on a combina- 
tion ranch and farm near Stephenville in 
Erath County. 

“As boys they had no urge to go West. 
They were just young blades, and saw no 
reason to venture westward. But an old 
friend, G. E. Toliver, insisted that Wren 
and Pat make the change and they protest- 
ed that they had no backing. Mr. Toliver 
went to the bank and told them to let the 
Jacksons check on him for the limit of his 
account. 

“When Mr. Jackson complained further 
that he and Wren had no transportation, 
Mr. Toliver said: ‘That’s no excuse. Go out 
to my farm and tell them I said to give you 
a wagon and a span of mules.’ 

“So the Jackson boys moved to Schleich- 
er County and settled on four sections of 
school land each. They still own those 
original acres, and they’ll keep them for 
sentimental reasons. The land cost one dol- 
lar an acre, 17 cents down. 

“Immediately a bunch of questions came 
to mind. How about shelter, fences, water, 
food, income? 

“Both of us built a shack on our own 
holdings, said Mr. Jackson. Of course, it 
wasn’t much more than a hut. Cost us 
about $25.00. Lumber was cheap, something 
like $10.00 a thousand feet. Wire was in- 
expensive and we cut our own posts. The 
well cost the most. 


“But Wren and I didn’t ranch from our, 


front porch. One of us stayed home and 
kept an eye on both places while the other

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hired out as a hand at $25.00 a month. Then 
we leased out our land to Bill Loftin for 
$25.00 a section. Now leases run _ past 
$390.00 a section. 

“Money came slowly in those days, but, 
conversely, money went a far piece. There 
were none of today’s annoyances such as 
utility bills, income taxes and the like. They 
lived simply and for the most part hustled 
for their food. For example, says Mr. Jack- 
son: 

“We usually had plenty of meat in the 
larder. Hogs ran wild and every now and 
then the neighbors got together to go hog 
hunting. Between us we’d decide which hog 
was whose, catch ’em and mark ’em. We 
used hog dogs for catching, cutting out and 
corraling. We had an old hound named 
Penny that was the best in the whole coun- 
try. It was a sight to see how smart Old 
Penny was and how he would work. He 
could grab an old sow by the ear and al- 
most make her say “calfrope.” ’ 

“It was inevitable that the Jackson broth- 
ers branched out into the cattle business. 
Their first venture was the purchase of 100 
white face cattle for $1,000.00, from an old 
friend in Stephenville, at ten per cent inter- 
est on a personal loan. In due time, how- 
ever, these cattle were turned at a profit. 

“The next bunch were three-year-old 
steers bought in the spring for $15.00 and 
sold in the fall for $18.00. 

“ ‘Meanwhile, a word about credit in the 
old days: all of us have heard those fabu- 
lous tales of, say, a cattleman named Jim 
who walked into the bank and said to the 
banker, ‘Bill, I can buy all the cattle at X 
Ranch for $100,000.00. 

“‘Ts it a good buy?’ 

“ ‘Looks like it to me.’ 

“*A)l right. Go ahead and draw on us.’ 

“While many just such seemingly loose 
transactions took place without signatures 
and before no witnesses, actually the bor- 
rower and the lender had a complete meet- 
ing of the minds and each knew exactly 
what the other was about. Credit was a 
vital and necessary stimulant to young 
blood in a new country but it was sold at 
a premium and only on good collateral 
which was, in most instances, a man’s hon- 
esty and his known ability to repay his just 


debts. 

“In 1908 Bud Douglas sold some steers to 
the Jackson brothers. He sold them in the 
fall for spring delivery. Meanwhile the 
money panic was on so he merely said, ‘Go 
ahead and take them. We’ll work it out 
when the money market loosens up.’ 

“In the new country there were no 
strangers. Within a few hours after an 
outsider hit a town he was known inside and 
out. The grapevine was almost psychic. 
The knowledge of a man’s assets and lia- 
bilities, his merits and demerits, was com- 
munal property. To succeed in business 
you had to be in the know. 

“The Jackson brothers had no difficulty

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borrowing money. ‘The only question they 
ever asked about a loan,’ said Mr. Jackson, 
‘was, How’s your grass?’ 

“Earlier in this article I mentioned 214 
sections of land. Of this vast acreage the 
partnership of the two Jacksons own forty- 
eight sections. The rest is leased. 

“While I have in my mind the dates and 
some of the circumstances attending each 
new holding, a recital of these facts in 
chronological order is not pertinent. What 
is interesting, however, is that there was 
always a_ definite continuity of increase 
year after year and from Tom Green, to 
Sterling, to Reagan, to Irion, to Upton, to 
Lampasas, to Fisher Counties and then 
even to New Mexico. 

“But he and his brother were looking for 
and finding more grass. In West Texas you 
look for grass, not acres. 

“These far-flung sections are under the 
eagle eye of trusted ranch manager and 
who, I might add, are under the eagle eye 
of the Jackson brothers. 

“What animals range on a particular sec- 
tion is determined by what animal is best 
suited to that locale. On some ranches there 
are only cattle; on others, cattle and 
sheep; again, cattle, sheep and goats; or 
any combination of the three. The Jack- 
sons tried sheep for the first time at El- 
dorado in 1908. 

“In the beginning the cattle were all 
white-face. But Mr. Jackson gets credit 
for some kind of a ‘first’ ribbon for intro- 
ducing black cattle to the Concho country. 
In 1926 they bought some Aberdeen-Angus 
from Bob Flutsch. They were of the com- 
mercial grade but they did well and the 
Jacksons explored their possibilities. While 
today all different breeds of cattle run on 
grass, he prefers the Aberdeen-Angus and 
the black cattle predominate in his herd. 

“‘*What are their claims to superiority ?’ 
I wanted to know. 

“You don’t have to fool with dehorning 
and the cancer eye trouble is out,’ he said. 
‘Then the cow’s tits are small so you don’t 
have to spend the labor to milk them out 
at weaning time. It’s my experience that 
Aberdeen-Angus weigh more on the hoof 
in the fall, dress out better per pound of 
live weight and consequently command a 
better price.’ 

“Does he farm any? Yes, and there 
again it depends on the location of the 
ranch, the soil, rainfall and a multiplicity 
of factors. At Lampasas he farms 800 
acres. And that I’ll remind you is not a 
backyard plot. At the Sterling and Schleich- 
er ranches they farm 60 and 40 acres, re- 
spectively. 

“On all the Jackson ranches cottonseed 
meal in some form plays a part. I suppose 
that the Jacksons win another ‘first’ in that 
they tried out cottonseed meal in 1903. Ap- 
proximately, he said, ‘You feed a profit out 
of cattle, not starve it out of them.’ 

“A few more Jackson truisms: 

““A eattleman’s worst offense is over- 
grazing.’ 

““A good cowboy is not always a good 
cattleman.’ ”

WHEAT LEAF RUST 
IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


Wheat leaf rust this year is heading for 
epidemic proportions in the Southwest, and 
it may sweep north and destroy as much as 
100 million bushels of wheat. Total United 
States production in 1940 was 816 million 
bushels. 

The warning comes from Dr. K. Starr 
Chester, of Oklahoma Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College, as spokesman for the 
American Phytopathological Society. The 
Phytopathologists are scientists specializ-

‘As the wheat passed into the jointi 
and boot stages, each new leaf was dest — 
ed soon after it appeared, so that just 
fore heading virtually all the foliage had 
been destroyed and hundreds of thousa ds 
of acres of winter wheat had the sal 
color of maturing crops—before heads had 
been produced. The epiphytotic equals ; 
severity the disastrous one of 1938 and ts 
haps even exceeds it, since the area of in- 
festation extends further west ‘ 

“With no foliage to manufacture the food 
necessary for the filling of the grains, this 
must be accomplished by the limited amount 
of chlorophyl in stems, glumes and awns 
Measurements made by numerous phyto. 
pathologists have shown that total defolig. 
tion at heading time reduces wheat yields 
by approximately 30 per cent of potential 
yield, together with additional important 
loss due to reduction of quality of the grain 
Where the rust is most severe, some farm. 
ers are already cutting the fields for hay or 
plowing them under and preparing them 
for a summer crop. 

“This is the condition from Oklahoma 
southward into the heavy wheat-producing 
area of Texas. In Kansas and northward, 
cold weather and even light frosts held back 
the epiphytotic rust development but at the 
same time retarded development of the 
wheat, so that it is possible that the epiphy- 
totic may become less destructive with dis- 
tance northward. 

“However, leaf rust overwintered much 
farther north this year than usual, and the 
possibility still remains that the epiphytotic 
may, as in 1938, sweep northward into Can- 
ada, destroying as much: as 100 million 
bushels of wheat.” 

Wheat leaf rust is not the same organ- 
ism as the wheat stem rusts which in past 
years ravaged wheat crops in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. Dr. Chester comments 
that leaf rust (Puccinia rubigo-vera var. 
tritici) ““was once regarded as a disease of 
little or no economic importance”. It was 
stem rust (Puccinia gramminis tritici) 
which is combatted by eradicating common 
barberry bushes because they serve as in- 
termediate hosts to the rust organism, and 
which caused plant breeders to concentrate 
on developing rust-resistant varieties of 
wheat. 

While not mentioned in Dr. Chester's 
summary, a report from Iowa to Plant Dis- 
ease Reporter, a U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture scientific publication, shows wheat 
leaf rust also was found in “all but one 
of the fields surveyed in southwestern Iowa 
as early as April 18-21. In the same issue 
Dr. J. L. Taylor of Cornell University re 
ported its “extremely early appearance im 
New York State. In connection with these, 
it was pointed out that strong southwest 
winds prevailed for some time in the early 
spring and were capable of carrying spores 
for long distances.

TEXAN PLANS TO BREED 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS CATTLE. 

Robert M. Moss, raised on the plains of 
Texas, in “Cow Country” never in his earl- 
ier days considered Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
as makers of good beef.

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Here is a summary of Research Reports 
given at the Nineteenth Annual Feeders’ 
Day Program, Oklahoma A. & M. College, 
Stillwater, on April 21st, 1945, For detail- 
ed reports ask for mimeographed Circular 
by number as indicated at the close of each 
summary fcllowing. Topics of interest to 
hog breeders and sheep breeders are also 
covered in the detailed report. Much valu- 
able information is divulged in these com- 
plete reports. It is matter of this nature 
that can be put to good use. Among the 
topics covered are the following items: 


DRIED SWEET POTATOES 
IN PLACE OF CORN. 


Steer calves fattened on dried cull sweet 
potatoes gained almost as fast and were ap- 
praised at the same price as steers fattened 
on ground shelled corn. A 250-bushel yield 
of sweet potatoes, on land unsuitable for 
corn, was equal in feeding value to corn 
yielding 58 bushels per acre. The steers 
fed sweet potatoes needed an additional 0.9 
lb. of cottonseed meal per head daily to off- 
set the lower protein content of the sweet 
potatoes.—Mimeo. Cir. 137, pp. 19-21. 


UREA* AS PROTEIN SOURCE 
FOR BEEF CATTLE, 


Urea is being tested in the feedlot, in 
metabolism stalls (digestion trials), and for 
wintering heifers. Results indicate that it 
may find a place in the feeding of cattle on 
the range or in the feedlot. Yearling heif- 
ers wintering on range grass did as well on 
a supplement of pellets containing 25% 
urea nitrogen as on a supplement of cotton- 
seed meal. In an uncompleted fattening 
test, steers getting 25% pellets are run- 
ning slightly ahead of those getting cotton- 
seed meal in daily gain (1.95 lbs. as com- 
pared to 1,92 lbs.). Urea pellets used in a 
previous test had proved unpalatable when 
urea was used at much higher levels. The 
metabolism test indicated that above a 50% 
level of urea nitrogen in the supplement 
were less effective as a substitute for nat- 
ae protein.—Mimeo. Cir. No. M-136, pp, 

5-28. 


*BACKGROUND: Urea is a_ synthetic nitrogen 
compound which can be made by taking nitrogen

from the air as is sometimes done in preparing fer- 
tilizers and explosives. Ruminant animals (sheep 
and cattle) utilize the nitrogen in urea by turning 
it to protein in the paunch. The nation’s supply of 
protein feeds would be 25% deficient even in years 
of large supply if all animals were fed the minimum 
amount they need for most economical production. 


TIME OF CUTTING 
PRAIRIE HAY. 

Prairie hay was cut in June, July, August 
and September, 1944. The July cutting was 
highest in yield and feeding value. Weath- 
er conditions no doubt influenced the re- 
sults, so the test is to be repeated several 
seasons. It is noted that an early cut 
meadow may be used for late summer or 
fall grazing, while a September cutting 
produced practically no second growth.— 
Mimeo. Cir. No. 136, pp. 22-24. 


MINERAL SUPPLEMENT 
ON WINTER BLUESTEM. 


Thirty-nine cents worth of bone meal re- 
turned $2.44, or a profit of more than two 
dollars per head, in a test to determine the 
value of adding a mineral supplement to a 
wintering ration of Bluestem grass and soy- 
bean meal. Steers getting bonemeal made 
24.7% more winter gain than those getting 
only salt. In 1943-44, bone meal produced 
46.3% greater gain. Blood analyses indi- 
cated, however, that the steers getting only 
salt did not suffer from phosphorus defic- 
iency.—Mimeo. Cir. No. 137, pp. 6-8, 


SUPPLEMENTS FOR 
FATTENING ON BLUESTEM. 


Steers fattening on bluestem grass made 
three-fourths of their season gain in April, 
May and June. On July 1, the fed-on-grass 
groups averaged only 6 pounds heavier than 
the straight grass steers. Protein in the 
grass dropped from 16.42% on May 1 to 
5.60% on August 1, phosphorus from .312% 
to .079%. Blood analyses showed that 4.6 
Ibs. of cottonseed cake maintained blood 
phosphorus better than a 1-1-1 mineral mix- 
ture free choice, The foregoing results for 
1944 all check fairly closely with the 19438 
findings. In final results, taken on August 
13, additional profit on various lots as com- 
pared to a grass-and-salt check lot were:

in good condition. Well wintered lots show- 
ed most profit at the end of the winter, but 
the final story remains to be seen after

WHEAT FOR FATTENING 
BEEF CALVES. 


For the third year, wheat fed mixed with 
silage was worth about 105% as much as 
corn for fattening steer calves. Previous 
tests had demonstrated that this is a prac- 
tical method of taking advantage of the 
higher protein content of wheat when pro- 
tein feeds are scarce. Rolled wheat, first 
tested this year, was slightly less satisfact- 
ory than ground wheat.—Mimeo.

of diet. The two letters are reproduced as 
follows: 

April 23d: Dear Folks. It is a great sen- 
sation to be writing a letter once again as 
a free man in a free country like England 


_and being confident that you will get the 


letter. I was liberated April 18th by an 
armored outfit. The Germans had us on 
the march and I was left behind with a 
bunch of fellows that couldn’t keep up with 
the march. I flew from Germany to Eng- 
land, landed here last night, We have had 
quite a reception at the air base by the Red 
Cross. I wired Edith last night and wrote 
her today. I came through the battle with- 
out a scratch, however I experienced new 


sensations in hunger, thirst, etc., at the 
hands of the Germans, but the Lord always 
seemed to take care. I haven’t had any 
news from home since December Ist, so will 
Sune a lot of mail. Love to all, Stan- 


ey. 

April 26th: Dear Folks, I haven’t heard 
from you yet but suppose I will be hearing 
in a few days. I am getting along fine. 
Get plenty to eat but it is a little too rich 
for my stomach and have trouble keeping 
it down. We had fried eggs for breakfast 
and they were very good. We get three 
meals per day then at ten in the morning, 
four in the afternoon and eight in the even- 
ing we get an extra drink of cocoa, milk 
with bread and jam, or something similar. 
Just about like home. This is all much bet- 
ter than the soup we had in Germany. The 
last meat I had in my soup in Germany 
was a horse that we bought from them for 
fifty cigarettes. It made good soup too, 
You can rest assured I plan to eat beef- 
steak when I get home. Hope this finds 
you all ok. Love to all, Stanley.

Now that practical methods have been de- 
veloped for pulping hardwoods as well as 
ine, the wood supply in the South is suf- 
cient to sustain a pulp capacity twice its 
present volume. The pulp industry in the 
ist quarter century in the South has ad- 
vanced from a basis of 400,000 cords of 
pulpwood annually in 1920 to 6 million 
cords annually, a 15-fold increase which 
again may be doubled. 
But there is an even greater opportunity 
in the South in wood conversion. Event- 
ually it should not only provide employ- 
ment opportunities to replace the waning 
cotton, but also, over a period of years, it 
should contribute to the restoration and im- 
provement of the forests . . . the South’s 
one greatest, renewable resource, Many in 
the South have grown up within sight of 
sawdust piles, slab pits, and wood refuse 
burners. They are taken for granted as 
an essential part of a great industry which, 
after all, has provided much of the back- 
hone of the development of the South. 
What do you see when you look at a pile 
of sawdust? I have asked that question of

hundreds of people in the West and the 
South. Most people answer: “I see a pile 
of sawdust.” Some say: “I see a lot of 
good stoker fuel.” But that is not what I 
mean. When you look at a ton of sawdust 
you are looking at over 1,100 pounds of 
wood sugar, the same kind of sugar, by the 
way, which you put in’ your coffee this 
morning. You are looking, too, at about 
600 pounds of a brownish, blackish sub- 
stance called lignin, which experts say may 
have many of the mysteries of the “benzene 
ring” which is at the foundation of our 
modern great chemical industries. 


Or if you are not interested in the wood 
sugar itself, it may be converted readily 
and at low cost into 55 gallons—maybe 
more—of ethyl alcohol, not the “wood” al- 
cohol which you shun, but the same kind of 
alcohol which is found in certain beverages, 
the same alcohol which familarly comes 
from Caribbean molasses, or now more ex- 
pensively from the fermentation and dis- 
tillation of grains. Or you may have the 
alcohol in the form of synthetic rubber for 
your tires or your overshoes. I myself have 
a pair of good overshoes which once was a 
pine tree or a fir tree, I don’t know which. 


Or, if you are interested not only in alco- 
hol or synthetic rubber but also in improv- 
ing the feeding of live stock, you may see 
also in this ton of sawdust 300 to 400 
pounds of a feeding yeast of a protein con- 
tent higher than oil meal or oil cake and 
apparently at a lower cost. Taking wheat

at a dollar a bushel and sawdust at four 
dollars a ton, it would take 8 dollars worth 
of wheat to furnish as much carbohydrate 
as one dollar’s worth of wood. There are 
many other factors involved, of course, as 
the organic chemist will promptly point out, 
but this margin of eight to one is big 
enough for somebody with constructive im- 
agination to work on. Some day somebody 
will, and that will be a day of thanksgiving 
for the South. 

In woods operations throughout the Unit- 
ed States, large and small, there is annually 
a volume of between 50 and 60 million tons 
of wood which is not now utilized for any 
important purpose, Much of it is not used 
at all. This is, of course, an adventure in 
astronomical statistics, but this amount of 
so-called “wood waste”, if it were converted 
by present known and proven processes, 
would produce 33 million tons of wood 
sugar, which is as much as the present 
world total production of sugar of all kinds 
from all sources. Or it would yield over 3 
billion gallons of alcohol, thrice our present 
national alcohol production for all purposes. 
Or it would provide nearly 10 million tons 
of feeding yeast sufficient for the live stock 
of this country and Europe combined. And 
it would provide 20 million tons of lignin 
which, if it can not be used in the produc- 
tion of perfumes, extracts, water purifiers, 
and the like, can at least be used, as it has 
been used on a large scale in Europe as a 
road binder or a soil fertilizer, or, perhaps, 
a glue. 

I mention these staggering figures not 
because any such approach to complete tim-

Herty’s faith in the chemical future of 
southern pine has been vindicated by the 
achievement in recent years of a successful 
newsprint industry in the South, a develop 
ment which over the years undoubtedly will 
be multiplied throughout the South. I knew 
Dr. Herty. I have sat on the same end of 
a log with him. I have been in his modest 
laboratory. Latterly I worked with him 
in the National Recovery Administration 
He had hope, He had patience. Above all 
he had faith. In 1938, testifying before a 
U. S. Senate Committee, he said: 

“T am an optimist on forestry in the 
South. There is a simple foundation 
for my optimism. Here in the South 
we have 200 million acres of land not 
needed for agriculture or for town ex- 
pansion. Every acre of this will grow 
timber and, if properly protected from 
fire and properly managed, can yield a 
cord an acre per year. Two hundred 
million cords is a goal that we can look 
forward to, if our people are educated.” 
At that time the Senate had before it a 

forecast for 1950 of a total national con- 
sumption of 25 million cords of wood for 
pulp and paper in the United States, a 
quantity which in Dr. Herty’s vision, and 
under conditions of forest protection and 
management no more favorable than can 
readily be brought to pass through intelli- 
gent public and private co-operation, may 
eventually be supplied many times over in 
southern pine alone. 

\ few days ago in the Congress of the 
United States the Honorable Harris Ells- 
worth, Congressman from Oregon, speaking 
on the subject, New Jobs Grow on Trees, 
threw this challenge not only to the Pa- 
cific Northwest which he so capably repre- 
sents, but to the South as well: 

“Present employment in the manu- 
facture of forest products is estimated 
by the Forest Service at 3,500,000. If, 
by turning to account what has here- 
tofore been regarded as waste wood, 
the total forest production figure is in- 
creased even 10 percent,—a modest 
goal,—some 350,000 more jobs will be 
provided in the post-war era. This I

AMERICAN MEAT INSTITUTE 

Bg Papen ak tay 1, 1945. 

_ May production of meat which 

in inter-state commerce was “an meee 
greater than in April, but twenty-one per 
cent less than in May of last year, accord. 
ing to a monthly analysis of the live stock 
and meat situation today by the American 
Meat Institute. The Institute stated: 

“Production of veal, lamb and pork in 
May was eleven per cent, twenty-three per 
cent and fourteen per cent greater, respect- 
ively, than in April. Beef production in the 
two months, as well as for May of last year 
was approximately the same. Veal and pork 
production during the month just closed 
was nine per cent and thirty-eight per cent 
less, respectively, than a year ago. Last 
month’s lamb production was eighteen per 
cent greater than in May of last year. 

“Of live animals marketed for meat dur- 
ing May, calves, hogs, and sheep and lambs 
increased ten per cent, fourteen per cent 
and twenty-six per cent, respectively, over 
the previous month. Cattle numbers re- 
mained approximately the same. Last 
month’s hog marketings were forty-seven 
per cent fewer than in the same month in 
1944, calves being three per cent less. Sheep 
and lambs for May this year increased 
twelve per cent over last year’s marketings 
for the same month.” 

SS 
TRUCK TRANSPORT OF 
LIVE STOCK TO MARKET. 

A report ‘by the Corn Belt Farm Dailies 
reveals that a record haul of 10.2 million 
tons of live stock reached the markets by 
truck in 1944. This is sixty per cent of the 
total tonnage of cattle, hogs and sheep ar- 
riving at the market terminals. 

Live stock that rode to market by high- 
way in 1944 totalled more than 56,000,000 
head, nearly double the number in 1935, 
Roughly, two-thirds of the cattle and hogs 
are directly hauled to market by trucks and 
trailers. A distance of 125 miles is esti- 
mated for the average haul to market, with 
some trips upward of 1000 miles. 

Roy Fruehauf, vice-president of the Frue- 
hauf Trailer Company, who is also an ex- 
perienced hog breeder, points out that the 
larger load capacity and flexibility of truck- 
trailers have won them a secure place 
among live stock farmers.

HE eighth annual show and sale spon- 

sored by the Kentucky Aberdeen-An- 

gus Breeders’ Association has much 
about it that could be written. Foremost, 
in my mind is the great change in the cat- 
tle offered since the first such sale back in 
May of 1938. Better type and conforma- 
tion, better quality, better breeding, and a 
far more attractively fitted group of sale 
cattle. Yes, and correspondingly better 
prices. For back in May of 1938 the com- 
paratively new, or more correctly, the re- 
organized breeders’ association staged their 
first of the present series of sales. Fifty- 
five head were offered and sold at an aver- 
age of $126.95 with the fourteen head of bulls 
bringing $163.21 per head and the forty- 
one females selling at $114.57 each. Seven- 
ty-two lots on May 24th brought more than 
$26,000.00 to average $362.00, almost triple 
the general average of 1938; fourteen bulls 
sold for an average of $469.00, or three hun- 
dred higher; and the fifty-eight females 
averaged almost triple that of the 1938 sale. 
Have better cattle been worth the effort? 
There is still plenty of room for continued 
improvement, and as the cattle are improv- 
ed so will be the returns to the consignors 
to the sale as well as to breeders who sell 
at private treaty, 

But concerning the 1945 sale. Mr. Ken- 
neth McGregor selected his champions in 
the C. V. Whitney bull, Whitney Model 4th, 
a son of Hill Crest Model; and Blackcap 
27th of Hill Crest, a daughter of Quiet 
Elcho of Hill Crest.

Of Animal Husbandry Research Con- 
ducted by the Kansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station During the Past Year. 


Making the Results of 
Animal Husbandry Research Available 
to Live Stock Producers. 


1. Statement by Milton S. Eisenhower, 
President, Kansas State College. 

“Feeders’ Day had to be cancelled this 
year because of war-travel restrictions. 
Thus Feeders’ Day joins the procession of 
K-State events which have had to be can- 
celled this year—Farm and Home Week, 
4-H Roundup, Lamb Feeders’ Day, and so 
on. 
“Kansas is a great live stock state—live 
stock usually accounting for about half our 
annual farm income. Hence, animal hus- 
bandry research constitutes one of Kansas 
State College’s: most significant contribu- 
tions to rural welfare and therefore to the 
general state and national welfare. 

“Reports are available on all live stock 
feeding trials completed since the 1944 feed- 
ers’ meetings. Every live stock man of the 
State will benefit by studying these re- 
ports,” 


2. Statement by L. E. Call, Director, 
Kansas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

“President H. J. Waters and Professor W. 
A. Cochel organized the first live stock 
feeders’ day at Kansas State College thirty- 
three years ago for the purpose of having 
an occasion at which the more practical 
aspects of the live stock investigational 
work at this institution could be studied by 
every one interested in it. Starting in a 
small way, both interest and attendance in- 
creased until in recent years the facilities of 
the institution often have been taxed to pro-

HEN we write of the great families of Aberdeen-Angus 
\\ cattle, memories of the work of leading breeders of 
other years are revived. Frequently those memories 
are reawakened by the achievement of some modern breeder. 


That was what happened when Howard L. 


awarded. the championship at Chicago on Great Oaks Zara, 
later sold to Mr. and Mrs. Fowler McCormick for $8,000.00. 
There is a very interesting story behind this heifer and I pro- 
pose to recall some incidents of the past that will indicate 
the achievements of animals of the Zara family. To illustrate 
my remarks, I will use the short form of the pedigree of 


Great Oaks Zara. 


Zara (1228) was bred by John Collie of Ardgay, for 
Zara was acquired by Wm.

2. The influence of winter gains upon 
ultimate returns from wintering and 
grazing choice quality calves. By L.

Choice steer and heifer calves were fed 
all the silage they would eat, plus concen- 
trates, as follows: 4 pounds of ground kafir 
grain and 1 pound of cottonseed cake per 
head daily; 2 pounds of ground kafir grain 
and 1 pound of cottonseed cake per head 
daily; no grain and 1 pound of cottonseed 
cake per head daily; no grain and no cot- 
tonseed cake. Following the wintering per- 
iod all lots were grazed together on buffalo 
grass pasture. It was quite apparent that 
grazing tends to equalize differences in 
wintering gains resulting from different 
levels of nutrition. The results of this ex- 
periment indicate that the ration consisting 
of a full-feed of silage and 1 pound of cot- 
tonseed cake or its equivalent is more satis- 
factory, all things considered, than a full- 
feed of silage alone, or a full-feed of silage 
plus 1 pound of cottonseed cake plus grain 
if one plans to winter graze without feed 
other than buffalo grass, and sell off grass 
as feeder yearlings at or near the end of 
the grazing season. Silage alone does not 
seem to produce sufficient growth and thrift 
to insure the greatest net returns and the 


addition of grain to a ration consisting of a 
full-feed of silage and 1 pound of cottonseed 
cake does not result in an increase in re- 


turns equal to the increase in cost.
